This is uw stery with a Shanghai 
selling, but it is big news in all 
Chinn, Indeed, the name and 
fame of Mei Lan Fang are known 
everywhere that people immerse 
themselves — in China's — classic 
drama---a theatre where an im- 

ressario would never think ef 
having « woman pluy a feminine 
lead. 


The great Mei remained 
throughout the war of resistance 
as a stundard of comparison for 
discerning theatre-xoers in free 
China, and there was no imper- 
sonator, whether professional or 
from the ranks of China’s armies, 
who did not try to emulate Mei’s 
grace, be it in the flutter of mas- 
care-darkened eyelashes or dainty 
emergence and reemergence of his 
hands from the over-long sleever 
of his elaborately embroidered 
gown, | ' 


Mei was in’ Shanghai when the 
Japnnese occupied the city. He 
would have joined the ratreat of 
millions to the hinterland, but the 
Japanese would not Jet. him go to 
free China. The Japanese — re- 
garded him os a prize of war. 


But when the “devils” attempted 
to oxploit their prize—to lull the 
Chtnese people by presenting Mei 
in Chinese drama—he frustrated 
them in a dramatic way that had 
no dramatic precedent.
